He appealed fo and stimu lated 
the pride of Illinoisans in their state, 
which ranks second in 
agricu ltu ral 
wealth, third in manu factu res 
and 
commerce, and first in intelligence. 


Thomas E. Harvey. 


Hon. Thos, E. Harvey of Lead, S. 
D., .whose early life was spent in the 
township of Amb oy , was the 
next 
speaker and delivered 
an 
eloqu ent 
thou gh short address. 
He cou nted it 
a privilege to come b ack and pay his 
trib u te to the early settlers and early 
day s. 
He spoke of the many b orn 
and reared in Lee cou nty , who had 
gone ou t to fill important places in 
the world, as lawy ers, ju dges, rail­ 
way managers, doctors, b ankers, b u s­ 
iness men. etc. 
He u rged the present 
generation to draw from the past, the 
inspiration that wou ld enab le it to 
b e to fu tu re generations wThat the 
past is to it.

which he said was as tru ly an e m ­ 
b lem of freedom as the cross is
